John R. Howry, who has resided 
with his wife in a hillside cottage 
near Aspers for some m onths, was 
brought to the W arner hospital this 
morning in the ambulance with a 
bullet wound in his head. The bul­ 
let entered close to the right tem ­ 
ple. penetrated the brain and came 
out on top of the head. 
Modem X-ray photographs taken 
at the hospital clearly showed the 
course of the bullet, and pieces of 
lead from the pellet which lined its

Howry’s condition was ex­ 
tremely grave early this afternoon, 
and little hope was entertained for 
his recovery. 
He had not regained 
consciousness. 
Mrs. Howry told a Gettysburg 
Times reporter details of finding her 
husband. About six o’clock she had 
gone to a shed in the rear of their 
cottage to set in operation the elec­ 
tric generating machine. She heard 
the muffled shot but for a few m in­ 
utes did not give it any serious 
thought, for, as she stated, it is not 
uncommon to hear shots in the 
vicinity of the cottage in the early 
morning. 
But she decided to m ake an in­ 
spection of the cottage and as she 
entered the front door she saw her 
husband lying across the bed with 
blood 
spurting 
freely 
from 
the 
wound. 
Dr. J. L. Boyer, Arendts­ 
ville, was summoned, gave first aid 
treatm ent and had Mr. Howry sent 
to the hospital a t once, 
Mr. Howry was 44 years old in 
June. The couple have no children 
and occupied the cottage alone. Un­ 
til a couple years ago, the Howrys 
resided in Shirmanstown, where Mr. 
Howry was in business as a butcher. 
He had a nervous breakdown there 
and was forced to sell his business. 
Then he spent a year in sanator­ 
iums taking special treatm ents and 
had improved somewhat, but was 
unable to work. 
It was then th a t 
the couple decided to move to the 
cottage near Aspers with the hope 
th at Mr. Howry could find further 
relief. 
Little, however, was forthcoming 
and It is believed th a t despondency 
over his condition prompted his a t­ 
tem pt a t suicide. 
Before going to Shirmanstown, 
the Howrys were residents of near 
Lancaster.

The university is in Wuchang, 
across the Yangtze river from Han­ 
kow, provisional capital of China. 
Other missiles hit within a few 
yards of the convent of the Ameri­ 
can Catholic Sisters of Notre Dame. 
One struck in the yard of a Ger­ 
man civilian s residence. 
A checkup in all sections of the 
tri-city area 
placed 
the civilian 
casualty total at about 150 killed: 
and wounded. 
Most of the casualties in Wuchang 
were caused by hits near the Hupeh 
provincial library which blasted and 
burned scores of small houses. 
Several square blocks were flat­ 
tened or burned in the western sec­ 
tion of Hankow when the bombs, ap­ 
parently aimed at manufacturing 
plants 
in Hanyang 
across the Han * 
river, fell wide of their mark and 
turned one of the three cities poor­ 
est areas into smoking ruins. 
Thirty-three planes participated 
in the attack, one of the most in­ 
tensive of the war.
